Department Of Aptus 
Estimates Crop Will Show 
An Increase Of 136 Per 
Cent — Yield Still 12 Per 
Cent Below The Five Year 
Average, And 36 Per Cent 
Below 1942 — Pears 35 Per 
Cent Of Crop. 





An increase of 136 per cent in 
this year’s yield of peaches in the 
Niagara district is foreseen by the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture 
in its latest fruit and vegetable 
crop report. Last year’s yield was 
exceptionally low, and the great in- 
crease predicted still would bring 
ine yield 12 per cent. below the 
five-year average, and 36 per cent. 
below the heavy production of 
1942. 

‘There has been some irregular- 
ity in the fruit setting in Niagara 
this year but, generally speaking, 
healthy trees are expected to yield 
good crops. ‘The large areas which 
yielded no fruit last year are in 
fruit this season. 

An increase is also expected in 
the appie crop. Heavier produc- 
tion is looked for in Spy, MeIn- 
tosh, Snow and Greening, and a 
decreaso is likely io Baldwin, 
Wealthy, Stark and early varie- 
ties, with others approximately tae 
same, There has been a very 
heavy growth of foliage and wood 
this season and the sizing of fruit 


` | is con-!derably advanced over last 


year, The blight of June drop has 
been troublesome in some districts. 

‘The Niagara crop of sweet cher- 
ries shows prospect for only a 
light increase over last year's ro- 
Jatively small yield. The sour 
cherry ylold in ‘expected to de- 
crease by 16 per cent. The total 
cherry crop is expected to be 35 
Per cent. below the average for the 
past five years. The set in sweet 

verries has been very irregular in 
the Niagara district. 

‘The prospects for the pear crop 
are perhaps the worst of all the 
tree fruita; only 35 per cent, of last 
year’s yield is expected. Bartletts 
show a decrease of 60 per cent; 
Kicffora, 75 per cent, and other 
varieties should be about the same 
an last year, This would mean a 
pear crop of only 40 per cent of 
the average for the last five years, 
In the main producing areas, the 
G f Bartletta and Kieffera is 
mrs: irregular, ranging from none 
at all to a full erop., 

' Plums, too, show a decided drop, 
a reduction of 27 per cent. from * 
last year’s light crop being expect- 
ed, The Japanese varieties show 
some increase, European pluma 
are somewhat leas than last year 
and the prune varieties are almost 
a failure in most sections, showing 
a decrease of 90 per cent 

It is expected that the raspix ory 
crop this year will be fairly heavy, 
an increase of three per cet. over 
last year. 

Strawberries thin year were 42 
per cent, below the average for the 
last five years, 

‘The 1944 grape crop is estimated 
at a five per cent. inbrease over 
1943, a slight decrease 
five-year average, 
producing areas a two or 
bunch set aon, with 
healthy snd growing rapidly.

‘The tomato 
crop is expected to be 48 per cen’ 
prenter than Jast year and the pea 
crop 17 per cent. greeter.
